StJBJECT: — Scheme for licensing of cotton yarn for export to all destination during 
the period from Ist April, 1974 to 31st December, 1974. 

No. 17-ErrC(PN)/74.— In supersession, of Public Notice Nos. ll-ETC(PN)/73, 
22-ETC(PN)/73 and 24-ETC(PN)/73, dated the 26th March, 5th July and 4th 
August, 1973 respectively, laying down export policy of cotton yarn, ft has now- 
been decided to allow the export of the following types of singles and folded 
cotton yam from India to all destinations during the perod from 1st April to 
31st December, 1974:— 

0 -6s (NE) 

7a -lOs 
ns-16s 
178-243 
25s-34s 
35S-483 
49s-603 

Export of other varieties of cotton yarn shall not be allowed. 

2. For the purpose of licensing, shipment period will he from Ist April to 31st 
December, 1974. 
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3. Licenses under the Scheme shaR' l^ie.^^sued by the Joint Chief Controller 
of Imports and Exjx>rts. Bombay, on tMe "bfiiis of the quota certificates issued by 
the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion CcSi|icil (TEXPROCIL), Bombay. 

4..These quof^i certificates shall be issued bnly-to those m^ulacturer oxportera 
and exporters' who are regfotereii wife the Cottoq TeJrtllea Jlxport 

Pron^tlqn CohhC'iX. Bbmbay, under the Registratton Scheme. 

5. ’JHie quantity to bh distributed against high price realisation shall be as per 
the decisioq, of Texprocll. 

6. For exports tb Burma, Dibya, Bangladesh, Ceylon and U.AR. Ur any other 
country which may be Included later where business is to be negotiated by Tex- 
procil, limitation with regard to count. group shall not apply. 

7. Quotas shall not be transferable yithcjpt' the express consent in writing by 
the Cotton Textiles Export- PrOmotioh <S(n«mil,! Bombay, 

8. The non-refundable charge ,of Rs, ll l.QOO pounds (454.5 Kgs.) subject 
to a minimum of Rs. 10 will be charged by. the. Cbtton Textiles Export Promotion 
Council for Issue of quotas. 

9. The quota holders shall have ,fe monthly report to the Cotton 

Textiles Export Promotion’ Courffcil Mvin'g details of the .shipment against indi¬ 
vidual entitlement issued to them. These jifetfemcnts' Shdn|d reach the Council 
by the 10th of subsequent motifH.
